Dr. Graham Laing, professor of 
economics at California Institute 
of Technology, will speak on 
"What Is Capitalism?" at a din¬ 
ner-meeting of the Sierra Madre 
Forum on Tuesday evening at 
6:30 o'clock at the Woman’s 
Club. Dean Arnold G. Bode, 
president of the organization, will 
preside, and there will be a 15- 
minute preliminary discussion of 
current events by Harold D. 

Carew. 

Dr. Laing is widely known 
as a writer and lecturer, and 
has been in great demand during 
recent years as a speaker before 
economic conferences and bank¬ 
ing institutes . Five years before 
the Wall Street crash of 1929 
Laing had been telling his con¬ 
ferences that a world depression 
was coming, and his prediction 
as to its course and extent has 
been fulfilled. 

In the introduction to one of 
the California economist's books 
Profejsor Charles A. Beard, the 
distinguished historian of Colum- i 
bia U .iversity, wrote: "Laing Y'ouilg 
widens the borders of economics.” j 4pri|

Economic Problems 


Voicing the opinion that the 
capitalistic system has come to 
the end of its usefullness, and 
that an understanding religion 
will strengthen youth in the fight 
for a new world ,six young men 
and women students presented 
their economic views at the For¬ 
um meeting in the City Hall here 
Tuesday night. 

Weston Senour, prominent 
Sierra Madre student, spoke of 
the World Youth Congress and 
praised such an organized effort 
to put youth "on the map.” 
Through his talk ran the strong 
tone of war-renunciation, and the 
retention of Ideals by the new 
generation. 

“We want a strong youth move¬ 
ment such as they have in Nazi 
Germany and in Facist Italy— 
but we don’t want militaristic 
regimentation. We respect Euro¬ 
pean youth for its strong stand 
for an ideal but we want peace, 
not war ...” There was the one 
keynote dominantly struck by 
each speaker, as put by Senour. 

"Because European statesmen 
continue tc consider war inevi¬ 
table, and in consequence strive 
toward national security and 
domination instead of toward in¬ 
ternational peace, there now is 
another war on the horizon,” 
said Miss Elizabeth Morgridge, 
Sierra Madre violinist and Pasa¬ 
dena Junior College student. 

“We are not escapists. We want 
to know. Knowledge is power. 
We want a religion thnt deals 
with the facts of today,” said

Merriam’s Road Plan 
Would Put County's 
Prison Camps Out 


Urging citizens Qf Los Ange¬ 
les county to strongly oppose 
legislation placing highway con¬ 
struction strictly under State su¬ 
pervision, Sheriff Eugene Bis- 
cailuz this week stated that such 
a measure would close the coun¬ 
ty's eight “honor camps” and re¬ 
turn 500 prisoners to the now 
overcrowded county jail. He 
pointed out that in 14 years more 
than 10,000 prisoners have been 
placed in these camps and that 
only one percent have failed to 
make good after release. 

Following conference with coun¬ 
ty forestry department officials, 
probation officers and county 
counsel, Sheriff Biscailuz stated: 
“I earnestly request persons in¬ 
terested in preserving the present 
standard of prisoners’ rehabilita¬ 
tion by the Sheriff’s Department 
to instruct their legislators to 
vote against Senate Bill 323 and 
Assembly Bill 807. Both of these 
measures are destructive to our 
rehabilitation plans, and would 
merely result in an added tax¬ 
payers’ burden.”

TT WAS In September, 1916, that 
*■ an enterprising contractor, Ab¬ 
raham Sagalowitz, determined to 
build a row of two-story houses at 
Hegemann avenue and Powell 
street, in New York. 

The work of excavation proceed¬ 
ed expeditiously, but the workmen 
had not gone very far when they 
discovered a skeleton. 

A few minutes later a second 
skeleton was brought to the sur¬ 
face. 

The authorities were notified and 
the remains were taken to the bu¬ 
reau of unidentified dead of the 
New York police department. 

Life is supposed to be held cheap 
In the metropolis, and It would 
have been quite easy to have dis¬ 
missed this gruesome find as an un¬ 
solved mystery. 

But the police did not take that 
view of the matter. 

They felt that a crime had been 
committed and they went about 
the solution with all of the ardor 
of detectives of fiction, but with a 
great deal more common sense. 

By means of a brass check that 
was found on the first skeleton the 
remains were identified as those of 
Rossarlo Passerelle, a laborer, who 
had been well known In the Italian 
colony In East New York. 

The second skeleton was not so 
readily placed. 

But it was discovered that Pas¬ 
serelle had a friend named Domi¬ 
nic La Rosa, and that they were 
inseparable companions. 

Also it came to light that Passe¬ 
relle and La Rosa had strangely 
disappeared at the same time. 

Incidentally, it was suggested 
that the two men had been in bad 
odor with some of the wretched se¬ 
cret societies which had imported 
their bad habits from Italy. 

In a word it was felt that the 
two dead men had been the victims 
of the dreaded Black Hand. 

But before going after the mur¬ 
derers It was necessary to make 
sure that the second skeleton was 
that of La Rosa. 

In order to demonstrate that the 
detectives performed a most re¬ 
markable piece of work. 

They reconstructed the remains 
of the dead man. 

Around the skeleton was built a 
face, some hair, and by the use of 
cosmetics these were made to ap¬ 
pear natural.

"Life is extraordinarily com¬ 
plicated," says Dr. Laing, “and 
man must not be considered eith¬ 
er as a producing or as a con¬ 
suming mechanism. So far, see¬ 
ing that we have until late years 
been living in an economy of 
scarcity, it has been necessary 
to devote the major part of hu¬ 
man exertions to the securing of 
the means of subsistence. But 
this is no longer true. The 
problems of the quantitative and 
qualitative production of the ma¬ 
terials necessary to human ex¬ 
istence, to all intents and purpos¬ 
es, have been solved. The prob¬ 
lem of distribution remains, and 
this is the immediate diffifultv. 
If it can be solved—and I think 
it can be—then man may take up 
the much more interesting activ¬ 
ity of learning to live and thus 
achieve the final differentiation 
between man and the rest of the 
animal kingdom."
